GERMANS ENTER. 


Allies Receive Material Addition to 
Their Strength at Peking—Cables 
from Chaffee and Conger. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.]} 4 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 27.—After 

several days’ intermission tn Chi- 

nese advices, the government to- 
day received two dispatches which pre- 
sumably bring its advices up to the 
most recent date. There are fndications 
that the principal delays in the line of 
communication are encountered be- 
tween Tien-Tsin and Peking, a fact ex- 
plainable by the newspaper advices 
that small bands of Boxers are operat- 
ing on the line of communication of the 
Peking campaign force. Just such in- 
terference with the work of the Signal 
Corps men was experienced by the 
United States forces in the Philippines 
and by Lord Roberts's troops in the 
Transvaal campaign. 

Usually these interruptions are very 
short, the marauders being driven off 
and the lines restored within a day or 
two. The fact that more than a week 
was covered by the lest interruption 
gives rise to the belief here that these 
attacks on the line of communication 
by Boxers are more formidable than 
was supposed to be fossible, after the 
heavy losses inflicted upon them by the 
international force in its advance. 

The last dispatch of the day was the 
one from Minister Conger, referring to 
the military situation tn Peking. tUn- 
fortunately it lacked a date, the Mints- 
ter presumably not having yet received 
the department’s instructions to tnclude 
the date in the body of his dispatch. 
The State Department at first under- 
took to have the cable companies cor- 
rect this serious omission, but finally, 
concluding from internal evidence that 
Mr. Conger’s message was certainly 
later than any official emanation from 
the Chinese capital, the was 
allowed publicity for what “it was 
worth. Mr. Conger’s reference. to the 
errival of 2000 fresh German troops 
caused some surprise, no one appar- 
ently having closely watched the move- 
ments of the contingents which 
arriving. with

“From Taku, August 27.—Secretary 
of State, Washington: No important de- 
velopments since last dispatch.

Several minis- 
ters of the Tsung Li Yamen reported 
in the city, and are expected to appear 
soon. Generals decided not toa enter 
imperial palace, leaving it practically 
vacant.

It having been found impossible up 
to this moment, according to Mr. Con- 
ger’s statement, to meet any represen- 
tatives of the Chinese government in 
Peking who are competent to open ne- 
gotiations, it may be inferred that if 
these ministers actually appear with 
} proper credentials, one of the problems 
connected with the present difficulty in 
China will be solved. With some re- 
sponsible person or persons to deal 
with, it may be possible for the United 
States to come to some agreement as 
to a settlement of the Chinese trou- 
ible. Ever since the fall of Peking the 
principal difficulty confrontang the gov- 
ernment here has been to arrange for 
the next movement in its programme. 
It could not withdraw its troops, even 
if so disposed, without arranging for 
tndemnification of the heavy cost it 
has been put to in the Peking cam- 
paign. Also i must make arrangements 
with some responsible authority for 
the future protection of American in- 
terests in China, as our business in- 
teresté cannot be withdrawn along with 
the army of occupation. 

Therefore as conveying a faint hope 
that in the persons of these members 
‘of the Tsun Li Yamen there may be 
found some authorized representative 
of the Chinese government, competent 
to make engagements on these points, 
the message of Mr. Conger was very 
welcome to the authorities here.

This cable adds nothing to the in- 
formation in possession of the depart- 
ment relative to military movements, 
as it is simply Gen. Chaffee’s belated 
official report of an engagement pre- 
viously reported by Admiral Remey in 
a cable dated Taku, August 20, in 
which he said: ' 

“Morning of thd 18th, th Cavairy 
and about four ndred English and 
Japanese dispersed about one thousand 
Boxers outside of Tien-Tsin. About 
one hundred Chinese killed. Fi 
Americans wcunded.” 

The description of the action re- 
ported by Gen. Chaffee tallies ident- 
ically with that previously reported 
by Admiral Remey in the atove ca- 
ble, and is identified with it by the War 
Department officials. The explanation 
of the delay in the War Department's 
report is that Col. Wint, who com- 
mands the Sixth Cavairy, probabiy :vr- 
warded his report to his superior at Pe- 
king, and Gen. Chaffee then sent it of- 
ficially to Washington. Although Gen. 
Chaffee’s cablegram is dated Taku, it 
is assumed that it was forwarded from 
Peking over the field telegraph line, or 
by courier. It is assumed, however, 
that the field telegraph communication 
is interrupted, and that the dispatch 
reached Taku by courier. The fact 
that the dispatch was sent from Taku 
today was extremely gratifyjng, as it 
proves that the cable between Taku 
and Che Foo is working, and that there 
is no longer any interruption on the 
land lines from the latter point 
to Shanghai. There was general dis- 
appointment that Gen. Chaffee’s mes- 
sage contained no reference to the ope- 
ratione in Peking, but this was ex- 
plained on the theory that Gen. Chaffee, 
as Col. Wint’s superior, was simply for- 
warding the latter’s report. 


It is possible that Col. Wint’s report | 


may have reached him over the field 
telegraph on the day of the engage- 
ment (August 19,) and that his cable to 
the department may have occupied the 
intervening seven days, owing to the

BOXER BANDS. MAKING MORE TROUBLE 


Hankow. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.1 

PARIS, Aug. 27.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
bie.] Official dispatches from Shang- 
hai explain that the Hankow uprising 
was not due to the Boxers, but was 
a plot organized by the partisans of 
Kang Yu Weil, the reformer, combined 
with the secret society known as the 
Ko Lao Hul, an anti-foreign organiza- 
tion, who proposed to the southern 
Viceroys a revolt against the Peking 
government. The leaders of the move- 
ment relied especially upon Chang Chi 
Tung, Viceroy at Hankow, for arms, 
gunpowder and other agents of de- 
struction. 

A proclamation written in_ English 
and addressed to Europeans, was 
seized. In it the revolutionists de- 
clared themselves to the 
Manchu dynasty, but ready to uphold 
the present Emperor. They expressed 
themselves as desirous of founding a 
“constitutional government” for pro- 
tecting foreigners and Christians and 
of supporting the powers against anti- 
foreign fanatics. 

The immediate effect on the govern- 
ment has been to increase the peril of 
Europeans. Proof exists of disorder 
and pillage due to the same movement 
at widely-separated points. The head- 
of the racy is

Several thousand of the supporters 
of the movement have received in- 
structions to demonstrate in the cen- 
tral valley of the Yang Tse Kiang, but 
the Viceroy has a sufficient force of 
regular troops to guarantee the main- 
tenance of order.

The United States Consul at that point 
has become very much alarmed at the 
riotings, at the incendiary fires, and, 
lastly, at the landing of a considerable 
force of Japanese marines and sailors. 
The officials do not care to say whether 
or not he has joined in any protest 
against the Japanese action. If he has 
done s0, however, the government will 
act on it only after mature considera- 
tion, taking the und that in the 
absence of any advice showing a sel- 
fish purpose on the part of Jap- 
anese, it must be assumed that their 
landing was made in the common cause 
of all Europeans and Americans.

There is 
a very manifest desire on the part of 
the other governments to get some 
expression from 
government, as to its purposes, before 
committing themselves. It is believed 
our answers have been framed with the 
special purpose of avolding a com- 
mittal of the government as to its 
policy beyond the points specifically 
laid down in the President's response 
to Emperor Kwang Hsu's (first ap- 
peal, and tn the answer to Li Hung 
Chang's appeal for mediation.

Yet, whether inspired by mere fan- 
aticism or by hopes of assistance from 
other quarters of the empire, bands 
who opposed the advance do not seem 
to be dispersing, but are still gathered 
around Peking end on the road to the 
coast. In the tal itself the ailies 
may have a difficult task, still con- 
sidering the vast population of the city 
and the numbers of disorderly Tartar 
clansmen who have been assembling 
there for weeks past. 

Gen. "s statement that a 
famine is imminent unless supplies can 
be forwarded quickly to Tien-Tsin, 
points .to another of the difficulties 
with which the allies have to contend. 

It is urgently necessary that the 
road from Taku to Peking should be 
rendered perfectly secure without de- 
lay, and it is doubtful whether even 
now the forces accumulating at the 
coast are at all equal to the task. 

No confirmation has as yet been re- 
ceived of the alleged capture of the 
Dowager Empress and t Emperor. 
If they have got clear away and are 
able to establish a central Chinese 
government in Shang Si province, it 
will be hopeless to attempt to follow 
them at present. A march of six or 
seven hundred miles to the interior 
of northern China is out of the ques- 
tion, unless the powers could place a 
mighty army at the disposal of the 
allied commanders. 

The diplomatic situation makes no 
progress. All the foreign officers are 
still waiting to obtain exact informa- 
tion from their repective representa- 
tives,in Peking. Germany, of course, 
is quite content that the suspense should 
be prolonged for some time, as the 
Berlin government would prefer that 
no decisive step should be taken until 
Count Von Waldersee arrives to take 
command of the joint contingent. The 
iritish government ts also disposed 
not to hurry matters, hoping for one 
thing, that there will be considerable 
improvement in the South African sit- 
vation in the course of the next few 
weeks, thus leaving Great Britain 
free to assume a more pronounced atti- 
tude in China, if such a course should 
seem desirable. 

In financial circles considerable anx- 
fety is felt with regard to the virtual 
Russian seizure of the North China 
railway, and the government is gtrone- 
ly urged to demand a guarantee that 
the rights of British investors and con- 
cessionaries shall be respected. 

The reports from the southern and 
central provinces continue disquieting. 
Viceroy Chung Chih Tung’s derclara- 
tion that he will resist all attempt to 
extort territory, and the viceroy of 
Eze Chuen’s dispatch of a body of 
troops to the Tonquin frontier are 
taken as indications that both these 
powerfu] governors will stand by the 
Empress Doweger's government if it 
continues to exist.

“BELFAST, (Sunday,) Aug. 26.—En- 
gaged the enemy the greater part of 
the day, over a perimetere of nearly 
thirty miles.

San Francisco Man’s Act in 
_Guatemala—Was Superin- 
tendent of Telegraph.

PUERTO BARRIOS (Guatemala,) 
Aug. 22.—[{Exclugive Dispatch.) James 
P. Hill, an American citizen, a native 


instantly killed Camelio Enriques, a 
telegraph operator, at Morales station 
on the line of the Guatemala Northern 
Rallroad this afternoon. 

Enriques was 17 years old, and had 
been a telegraph operator at Morales 
four months. Hill, who is familiarly 
known throughout’ the republic of 
Guatemala, is about 4 years old, and 
has been g resident of Guatemala for 
eight years. He is regarded as an ex- 
ceptionally clever telegraph operator, 
is a thorough electrician, and has been 
in the employ of the government ever 
since his arrival in this country. Be- 
fore killing Enriques, Hill had as- 
saulted the conductor of the Guatemala 
Northern train. The conductor wrote; 
out a message to headquarters com- 
plaining of Hill's conduct, and Hill 
shot Enriques through the head be- 
cause the operator declined to turn 
down the telegram. The body fell 
prostrate across two chairs, but Hill, 
who did not display any excitement, de- 
liberately laid the body upon the floor, 
after which he took one of the chairs 
over which Enriques had fallen, and 
placing it alongside of the telegraph 
instrument, called up Guatemala City. 

After connection had been made with 
the President's palace, he telegraphed 
the following message to President 
Estrada: “IT have shot and killed 
Camelio Enriques, telegraph operator 
at Morales. I am trying to escape. 
Wire me at Puerto Barrios.” 

He was captured ten miles from 
Puerto Barrios, where he is now Iincar- 
cerated, pending the action of the au- 
thorities. Dr. Hunter, United States 
Minister at Guatemala City, has been 
notified, and has already interested 
himself in the case.

Jumping into of making 
these materials p uce the same re- 
suits as the rag and cotton stock, young 
Goeseman began work on the subject, 
and soon gave demonstrations that he 
could take the flimsiest of raw ma- 
terials and waterproof or parchmentize 


them. 

Under his process he parchmentizes 
wood paper with a better degree of fin- 
ish than that obtained by any other 
methods to rag and cotton stock. After 
passing ordi newspaper through 
his solution he found that by rubbing 
with his hands the fiber of the stock 
could not be started, and that it was 
also grease and waterproof. 

With filial pride young Goessman 
told his father of his discovery, and th 
elder chemist was delighted. He said 
that it would revolutionize the present 
methods of poper-making. 

Other experiments followed. They 

that any greesy substance 
wra im the prepared paper would 
retain purity. After a three weeks’ 
trial it was found that no salt or grease 
deposits were apparent on the package.

This is a pretty long one. Start out 
Adams or Pico street, and turn to the 
right at Western avenue, which is just 
at the outskirts of the city. It goes 
past the golf grounds and through a 
broad, gently-rolling bit of country for 
a few miles. 

Near Colegrove the trees begin. The 
road becomes fringed by tall eucalyp- 
tus trees. Where the electric road 
crosses, turn the left and pass 
through the thriving metropolis of 
Colegrove and Hollywood, too. From 
here, almost any of the roads lead 

the pass, off the left. 

It is approached prettily along a 
shaded road, on which a tavern has 
been picturesquely located in among 
the trees. The way through the pase 
used to be rather rough on the horses, 
but it has been constantly improved 
and sliced down until there is no finer 
rie oes in the county. All the heavy 
hauling from the country to the north 
about Chatsworth Park comes through 
the pass, and the road is in conse- 
quence quite sociable with traffic. 

It being the West, most of the 
teamsters speak to you as they go by, 
and pass the time of day. There are 
@ great many pedestrians, too, swing- 
ing along with their coats over their 
shoulders. Some of them are tramps, 
but some at least don't look it. 
‘uriously enough, it does not seem to 

etiquette for a man on foot to 
to strangers with the same free- 
dom as the drivers. 

The trouble with the pass is that it 
is undeniably hot. You must console 
yourself with the reflection that Fre- 
mont did not have a rubber-tired buggy 
nor a road, when he came through, and 
was probably a deal hotter. Memories 
of his march make the pass historic. 
Somewhere on one of the side hilis is 
a worn place, supposed to have been 
made by the trailing of his cannon. 
It was about the entrance of the pass 
that he met the intrenched Califor- 
nians, 

Just the summit, where the 
road turns downward with a gradual 
slope, there is a bridge and a road turn- 
ing off to the right. This leads to 
Burbank and the San Fernando Val- 
ley. It is an uphill and downdale af- 
fair, but leads through an exceedingly 
picturesque bit of country, with live 
oaks and queer little delis and unex- 
pected cafions. | 

At the river it suddenly broadens out 
into a flat stretch of meadow land 


this road by night, when the moon 
makes fantastic shadows with the 
cafions. 

From Burbank, along the river and 
the railroad back to West Glendale, 
leads along pleasant orchards. It is 
the San Fernando’ road. and orfe of 
the best In Southern California. This 
way h-wne is bad with horses afraid of 
the curs. It is possible, however, to 
turn off the San Fernando road 
come I«me through Glendale, longer, 
but uway from the cars. 

The city is entered by Pasadena ave- 
nue, across the Buena Vista-street 
bridge and into the business part of 
the city through Sonoratown, and past 
the Plaza. 

"ROUND BY GLENDALE. 

Another pretty drive—much shorter— 
comes into town the same way. 

Start out through Sonoratown this 
time, crossing the Buena Vista-street 
bridge. Continue along the line of the 
Pasadena electric road past Sycamore 
Grove and Glenmary. If this drive be 
taken in the near future the Spiritual- 
ists will be found in camp at the grove. 

It is a rather interesting place by 
reason of its associations. It was here 
that old Wilhelmina Rumpf made the 
fortune which gave birth to one of the 
dreariest long will conter . with which 
the courts have been afflicted. In its 
time the grove has given the police no 
end of trouble with its fighting picnics. 
Of late years it has become hopelessly 
respectable. 

Just beyond. Glenmary. roads turn 
off to the left to Eagle Rock and Gien- 
dale and other interesting places. 
“You pays your money and takes your 
choice.” From Glendale, which is a 
short drive, there is a road leads across 
to the southward toward the city. It 
goes pleagently across meadowy 
until it joins the San Fernando road 
alluded to before.

Hunter. Underneath it was found t 
body of a Chinese laundryman, who 
had been shot to pieces in the kitchen.

SLEEPY AND CHARMING. 

If you would go through sleepy old 
towns, one of which 2m the early days 
was a famous stage station, here is a 
good drive. 

Start out the old mission road by the 
County Hospital until the southern end 
of Eastlake Park is approached. 
Keep to the right. The road winds in 
among rolling hills. The dust is some- 
thing frightful im summer. That is 
the one drawback. 

One gets to El Monte this way, and 
through the Rose estate, with its great 
stables of a glory faded. There is a 
drowsy charm about this route that 
makes even the dust worth while. It 
makes a curious contrast with the 
Cahuenga thoroughfare, buzzing with 
traffic getting to the market at the best 
gait possible.

Nearly to Pasadena, by the road 
through Garvanza, there is a road that 
turns sharply to the left to follow the 
course of the Arroyo Seco.

OPERATIONS SUSPENDED. 
SEALER GETS A VACATION. 
On recommendation of the Finance 


¢ided to suspend the operation of thé 
ordinence relating to inspections of 
weights and measures until an exam!- 
nation can be made into the work al- 
ready done by the sealer. The ordi- 
nance was originally drafted atthe re- 
quest of the Retall Coal Dealers’ Asso- 
clation on a showing that some mer- 
chants dealing in fuel supplies were 
selling underweight and thereby cre- 
ati consternation in the local coal 
market. The ordinance is general In its 
terms. It provides that the office of 
city sealer of weights and measures 
shall be self-supporting, and names the 
fee to be charged for the inspéction of 
various kinds of scales and measures. 
If a scale is found out of order within 
a certsin length of time after the offi- 
cial inspection, a penalty may be ex- 
acted from the merchant. 

The ordinance was passed almost 
Without opposition, but when the sealer 
began to make inspections a number of 
the most prominent merchants objected 
strenuously to the payment of the fees. 
In many cases large wholesale firms 
have platform scales which are used 
sdiely to weigh their own freight. and 
are not used ot all in dealing with the 
general public. It is asserted that the 
intent of the ordinance is to protect the 
whole public, ¢and: that merchants 
should not be taxed for inspections of 
their private scales. Vhe Merchants’ 
and Manufacturers’ Association hos 
teken the matter up, and a committee 
of the directors have appeared before 
the Council and the Finance Commit- 
tee in on effort to get some relief.

Over the matter of county advertis- 
ing. divers local journals are at strife. 
Yesterday afternoon a row of propor- 
tions occurred before the Supervisors 
because of the board’s sudden resolve 
to ‘find out how much the public is to 
get for its penny. r 

The board has been advertising for 
bids for publishing the public adver- 
tisements, and last week opened the 
bids. which were as follows: Daily 
Journal, 15 cents an inch for each in- 
sertion: Los Angeles ‘Record, 20 cents 
an inch for insertion; Evening 
Express, 25 cents an inch for the first 
insertion, and 18 cents each subse-

Before making any awards, the board 
decided to see what the goods offered 
were worth. They decreed that each 
of the hew pers should file with the 
board an offidavit showing circulation 
in the city and county.

‘FUMIGATION. ‘ 
GENERAL RAID ON SCALE. 


By the end of the week there will be 
1000 tents for fumigating in the or- 
chards of this county under the direc- 
tion.of the County Horticultural Com- 
missioners. There are’ already more 
than 500 in operation. The fumigating 
is done by the orchardists themselves 
after inspection by the commissioners. 
The law provides a methog of compul- 
sory fumigation, but so far no orchard- 
ist has failed to comply with the mere 

vest of the officials. . 

e supply of paraphernalia.in the 
county was entirely inadequate, so the 
commissioners have been scraping tents 
together all over Southern California. 

It is estimated that when all the 
tents ere working, 15,000 trees will be 
funiigated in a single night. 

The materials used in the fumigations 
have advanced in price. The price per 
tree this year will be all the way from 8 
cents to $1. 

In some of the districts the fumigat- 
ing is not necessary oftener than once 
every two or three years. In the dis- 
tricts of Long Beach, Downey and Ca- 
huengea, however, the hetching of the 


scale has been irregular, and in some 
parts thereabouts it will be 


necessary 
to fumigate twice a year. ;

“In common with mining engineers 
in general,” said 8. O. Wood yesterday, 
“T’ note with much interest the state- 


ment of A. 8S. Cooper, State Mineral- 
ogist, that geological formations would 
goon be the recognized basis for oil de- 
velopment, and that many new fields 
will be opened up without looking to 
‘seepage’ as the guide. 

“The opinions of scientists differ as 
to the origin of petroleum and the bi- 
tumen® related to it, but in the case 
of many so-caled ‘experts,’ who, upon 
finding.a seepage or some other freak 
of natute, imagine that they know al! 
about the genesis of petroleum. 

“With ai the many theories ad- 
vanced,” continued Mr. Wood, “even 
by scientific men, it is generally ad- 
mitted that petroleum and its bitu- 
mens are derived from terrestrial and 
marine vegetation and matter, first 
changed to carbonacecus matter and 
then distilled in the great laboratory 
of nature. 

“As I have intimated, petroleum is 
of organic origin, and for that reason 
cannot have inated in the massive 
or eruptive rocks. In Pennsylvania 
and Kentucky ofl ts found in the up- 

r Devonian; in Canada, in the lower

Firebrea 
are nothing more than wide paths of 
swaths through the forests, running in 
regular lines, and intersecting each 
other at such intervals as the density 
of the forests and the contour of the. 
round render necessary. If all such 
aks were constructed as are de- 
sired for the protection of the woods 
on the mountains and cafions, the for- 
est reservation would be laid out in a 
manner not unlike a large city, the 
breaks representing the streets, al- 
though of course the biocks or apaces 
between the breaks would be vastly 
larger than “7 blocks. The idea of the 
construction cf such breaks is that if 
a fire started in one of the sections it 
would burn until it reached a break 
and would then go out, and the loss 
would be only the trees in one section 


_of comparatively small area. 


This is a matter in which the Cham- 
ber of Commerce has already taken the 
initiative. It is desired to thoroughly 
survey the reservation and to map out 
trails ara breaks. The Chamber of
